'The dperator puts 
in a little cylindor of oardboard, which costs 
only two cents and holds a thousand words, 
and talks into it in an ordinary voice, work- 
ing the treadle meanwhile. In fact he puts 
his foot into it whenever he opens his 
mouth. The card ia taken ont, and may bo 
gent by post for two cents, When tho 
recipient wants to read it, he puts it in bis 
machinu, puta the. ‘ear-pieces to his ears, 
worke the treadle, “and hears his cocrespon- 
dent’s actual voice. The machine that has 
already come to Japan brought messages 
from the Japanese Minister at Washington 
to Count and Countess Inouye and Mr 
Iwasaki, and from Mr Stevens, Secretary 
of Legation at Washington to Mr Tom 
Glovar. It will not be long bofore our home 
letters come to us on these little cardboard 
cylindors, and we shall pnt them on cur 
graphophone, and hear the actual voices of 
our distant friends, and every merchant | 
will speak his instructions and hia letters [ 
into. his graphophone, and his clork will 
read thom off and transcribe them at his lei- 
sure. We trast that the agents in Japan 
will soon sand one over here.—N,-€. Daily 
News. 
Ovp Navat Coanine Sraxtoxs AnRroan.— 
In concluding an articlo under the above 
~ heading a writer in the Morning Post 
atatea :—In more casos than one there has 
been aformal recognition of the duty of de- 
fending our coaling atutions, aud contracts 
have bean entered iuto with various Co- 
lonial Governments for the purpose, the 
local authorities constructing the necessary 
fortifications and the mother country un- 
dertaking to aupply the armament. What 
this has meant in the case of Siagapore, 
which is a first-cliss cosling station, ond 
ought to be protected accordingly,  state- 
ment recently made in the House of Com- 
mons sufficiently indicated, and it ie humi- 
Viating to have to say that Singsporo is not 
alone in being devoid of those guns which 
England undertouk to supply. Ovlombe 
is, we believe, still in tho same position, 
and the Cape, whieh could bo mude practi- 
cally impregnable, is, from the same cause, 
at the mercy of any errant hostile cruiser. 
In too many cases, indeed, those prepara- 
tions for which colonial funds were re- 
sponsible have becn completed, whilst 
those which are chargeable to the Imperial 
Exchequep have beon neglected. It is true 
that our gun-producing power has hitherte 
beon inadequate to meet the demands mado 
upon it; but, now that it hae been extond- 
ed, it may reasonably ba hoped and antici- 
pated that ‘no time will be lost in carrying 
out our share of agreements whose non-pér- 
formance is bath discreditble to, the 
Rational honour and dangerous to the 
nitional safety. For the satisfaction of 
tha taxpayers, it may be added that a total 
pum of under £7:'0,000 is all that is neces- 
sary for armaments to meet all reasonable 
requirements for defence for many years.

Gifth freight to be psidin Yokohama On 
arrival at Yokohama, to save the troubla 
of weighing-tho coals, the captain agroed 
to pay for shortage atone per cent., aay 16 
tons ; but the coke was weighed, and shaw- 
eda loss of 37} tons. Thera -were two 
questions before the Court ; was the captain 
to pay for the coke short delivered, and 
were tha payments to be made ‘at. the net 
cost in Cardiff or at Yokohama. laid down 
cost? The captain swore that he delivered 
all tho coke put on board and brought 
evidence deduced from the draft of -bis 
ehip when he left and when ha arrived to 
prova his contention, However Mr Jamis- 
ron decided that he had agreed to weigh 
his coke, and had superintended the we igh- 
ing and must abide by the result.

between that date and the tst instant, when 
ho was arreatod, he contrived to commit no 
fewor than 71 robberies, most of them in 
broad daylight. He-is ssid to be a lad of 
prepussesaing mien and extraordinary ao- 
tivity. Yokohama and Tokyé wore the 
scones of his exploits, and he made it arule 
to escape to one placa the moment he had 
completed a bit of thisving in the other. 
Ono of his Tékyd achievements involved 
ereoping in and out of a hele through which 
postage atamps wero sold to the public, 
which rat-liko feat gave him_no difficulty. 
The foreign Settlement and Bluff at Yoko- 
haroa were his favourite hunting grounds. 
Many watches and other valuables fell to 
his hares His plan, wo tead in the Héchi 
Shimbun, was to ascertain whethor the coast 
was clear by throwing stones against the 
window of the ‘shadowed’ house ; after 
which almost any opening, however narruw, 
sufficed to give him entry. The recent 
robbery of five overcoats from No. 88 was 
his doing. It will be remembered that the 
coats, after removal fromthe hall, were left 
hidden in the stable, and that the police, 
discovering this, lay in wait till the thief 
eame to fetch them, and then pounced 


upon him. But Komori was too clover to 
lot himself be caught thos. Tt was one of 
his accoiuplicus that came for the coats and 
fell into the hands of tho constables. How 
Komori was ultimately seized we have not 
learned, but his record ia vvidently quite 
familiar to the police. He atole, they say, 
five gold watches, abuut a hundred articles 
of clothing, numbers of silver watches, 
rings eet with. diamonds and ao forth, and 
other valuables. These articles he sd tu 
Chinose dealers in second-hand goods at 
exceedingly low prices. The Authoritiea 
ara accordingly correapending with the 
Chinese Consul at Yokvhama on the sub- 
ject.— Japan Mail. 

Tux effects of anti-Chinese legisiation in 
the United States ure thus described by the 
New York star:—The Chinese Exclusion 
ae, vhich was passedin the Isat days of 
the session, with much luck uf dignity, by 
the votes of both parties, was generally 
conceded to be a hasty and perhaps wanton 
affront to a great power which ought to be 
ono of our best neiybbours and largest 
customers. That Act virtually abrogated 
the treaty we had ourselvea proposed some 
few years befure, so an to shut out and 
prohibit from Janding all Chinoss labourers, 
regardless of whether they had previously 
been in this country or not, Ag was point- 
od out at the time, it was quite as com- 
potent for China to retnlate by prohibiting 
all Americans from Innding in China. 
That the Chinese statesmen are not lacking 
in astuteness has been long . discovered. 
In this matter they ars exercising & great 
and wise forbearance, probably due to their 
knowledge of the peculiar partisan atress 
under which this mischievens Act came to 
be passed. It is not, however, necessary 
for the Government to ‘mya word or lift 
a finger to inflict sorious damage on 
American'interosts, aud there is evidence 
that this policy has commorced. Gentle. 
men now in New York, who have resided 
in Qhina, report that whereas formerly o 
large trade was done in American cotton 
fabrics, it has dwindled te nearly nothing. 
The Chinese will not buy American gouds 
which they can get of uther nations, 
Unless something is dune to restore the 
friendly fecling, this trade will be lost, and 
will pass into the hands of our European 
rivals, The United States produces. much 
that might be exchanged with China for 
the immense quantity of tex and raw silk, 
mattings, fireworka, and the like, which wa 
must have, and which cau not be had from 
any other source, Hurvafter it is likely 
that we sboll hive to pay mere of our coin 
and les’ of our manuluctures.

' TRE ‘ EXCLUSION’ RULE ADOPTED. 

An adjourned meeting of ‘the members 
of the Rifle Association was held yesterday 
afternonn fer the purposo of considering 6 
preposition bronght forward at last moot- 
ing by Mr John Andrew, tu add tho fol- 
lowi: g to the rules :—‘ No Member of the 
Army or Navy shall bo elizible for elec- 
tion who holds alower rank than-that of a 
Commissioned Officer, and nu Member of 
the Police Force of a Jower rank than that 
: of Inspector.’ Mr G. E. Noble ocenpicd 
_ the chair, ~ 

The Chairman sad: ths ‘object of the 
meeting was to cousider the new rule pro- 
posed by Mr Andrew, and as Mr Francis 
moved the adjournment on the 17th ult, 
he thanght that gentleman had the right to 
spenk first, 

-Mc Francis said he bad- been anxious to 
| have the opportunity of secunding the mo- 
| tion, not, perhaps, that he bad very much 
to say in favour of it, but because he 
wanted, on bohalf of himself and others in 
favour of the resolution, to make it aa clear 
as‘possible to.all those immediately affected 
that there ‘was not the slight-at feeling 
aesinst rssiciating with the men_of Her 
Majesty’s Army or of the Police Forca. 
Ho himsolf had had the honour of serving 
ller Majesty in the ranks for half-a-dozen 
yeats, and if he thought any such feeling 
animated these auppurting the resolution 
he wonld oppose it strongly. He sup. 
ported the resvlution, however, un the 
grouud that their admission wis contrary {| 
to the fundamentul idea of the Association, 
and bad resulted in ivenuvenience to those 
for whom the Association was intended. 
He read the first rule of the Association 
and said he ceriainly did not understand 
from that that the Association waa formed: 
for the, purpose of affurding opportunities 
of aliooting to ‘thoae who had such uppor- 
tunities at the time. The men of the gar. 
rison had their-own ranges, their own 
system of training, and their own prizes ; 80 
had the Police, and the Volnuteer Force 
was in much the same position. As he 
understoud, the object was to provide for 
the wants of the civilian members of the 
community who had uot oppertunities of 
shooting. He had himself taken no part’ 
in the. competitions of the last two yoars, 
and had therefore mo: personal abject to 
serve in suppurting: the regolution, but he 
was ocrtainly astonished when he saw in 
the programine the names of se many men 
ofthe Army and Police Fores, and he under- 
stoud some of tho civilian members had 
found themselves crowdod out aud- unable 
tvcmnpete, He might als: point out that, 
toall intents and purposes, the muw-cuin- 
missioned officers and meu of the Army 
and the members of the Puliee Force were 
profeasional shootists. The Assuciation was 
i intended for: amateurs. It was their busi- 
ness ta ba govd shots; they bad special 
training. for it and special prizes, aud he 
thought there was the sama objection te 
admitting them 4s to admilting. pro- 
fessionals to compata in athletic sports.

THE FAMINE IN NORTH CHINA. 

 GRAPHIO DESCILIPTION OF THE SUFFERINGS. 

Dr Novius writes from Chefoo us fol- 
Jows :— 

Tho distrass in thia noighbourhood, oc- 
ensioned by the dianstrous floads of Auguat 
last, is very great, and ia fast reaching & 
crisis, During those floads the whole of 
the southwest portion of Feng-ttien was 
swept of almost avory stalk of grain, whito, 
in tho northern provincoa of Kirin and Tsi- 
tai-har and the ess‘ern valloys of the 
southorn provinces, the drought of carly 
sommer, and tho unusually carly descent of 
hoar-frost, have left but a mere fraction of a 
crop. Tho cunsequonco is that grain has 
risen to an almost unprecedented price, and 
the peoplo who, even in ordinary yaars, 
have difficulty in inakins enda meet, aro 
fooling saraly tha pinch of poverty, al. 
though thoy havo not auffured directly the 
Toss of houses and crops, while hundreds of 
thousanda, men, woinen and childron, are 
To a state of abject destitution. 

Tho extent of the territory ever which the 
distrega ia extreme is very wide, and there ‘3 
va portion nf it that can ba more forlorn 
than the district oxtunding From Muukden 
southwest to the T'ridsy tiver-—a distanee 
of 120 li, as the crow flies. During the 
floods the loss of lifo und property in this 
locality was exceptionally heavy, on ueconnt 
of the peculiur nature of the disaster. Lu thin 
case it was not merely an exceptionally high 
wator mark, tho hanks overlluwins and cans- 
ing partial dostruction te crops and houses 
in tho immodiato noighbourheol of tha river, 
Tt was thia; but it wis wore than this At 
®& point some 12 Ui oust of Moukden, the 
Hwiin river, being in flood, sulderly and 
without an hour's waruing, burst its barks, 
aod finding a convenient channel in the 
marshy hotlaw known aa the Sinall River, 
awept wostwacd throngh part af the oast 
suburb, thon ontoring tho south suburb ear 
ried away several hundred yards of the 
outer wall, and tha massive brick built 
“Groat South Gata.’ Reaching the open 
plain the strange and dreadfal nienacor 
went carecring on hia way, like a wild 
beast, bant an destruction, and rejoicing to 
be free, Mon, women and childrun fled 
terror-stricken bofure it, fled with what 
they could carry, to the higher levels, up 
trees, anywhero to aavo themselves and 
thoir children alive, and in that race for 
life many hondreda, falling, were carried 
away by tha remorseless current, neyor ta 
be heard of again. When thy Juods pussod 
by, the fortunate few who had the means 
to do it left the district and boteok thom 
selves to the nvighbouring sitios or villages,

two trust-worthy men to a district uot ton 
miles from Moukden where the distress was 
reported to be:exceptisnally great. They 
wero instructed to operate at a point remote 
from the native soup kitchens, to investigate 
carefully the circtimstances of the families, 
and to bring mo a list of the most necessi- 
tous ensos why were-not boing rolicved by 
tho native agencios. . 

Thoy returned aud aubzmitted their re- 
port. [then prppared a -lot of schedules - 
in English, with: Ohineso duplicates,

(food for daps, an occasional bowl of bean- 


curd rofuse, or the black dust, had como as 
agodacnd toevther. The saddest caacs were 
the poor women with threo or four. little 
children about them, often one .at the! 
breast. Once we came aroas a widow with 
six, almost naked, bairns. The mother was 
weoping bitterly while tha children clamour- 
ed for food, She was feoding them: in 
turns from a dish containing some cold 
black porridge made of the ground husk of 
buckwheat, the gift of a neighbour in 
distreas. Jn another house we. found five 
families Huddled together in two small 
chion, the total humanity boing forty. 
Sixtean children under ten wers aquatting 
on the kang ahiveriag, some of thom crying 
from hunger and cold, no food, no fire, 
almost no cluthing. Two women ware ill, 
* Sliang*hau ’ fover; it was said. 

Tho comparative absence of sickness was 
romorked with satisfaction. In moat casos 
there sis a little millet atalk or branches of 
:treca for firing. Tho winter has boon un- 
usually mild up till now, and only once has 
‘the temporatury beon bolow zoro. The 
f clothing uf the people was of the seantiest 
deacriptiun aad had the culd been as severe 
as in formor years muny must hive inevit- 
ctably been frozen to death, 

I speut something over $100 of my small 
stora, reservitig the balanco against a day, 
not fardiatant, when tho stragglo for life 
will be even more terrible than now. Wa 


gone over hy my men, and the circum. 
stances of each family were already fairly 
well known T bad a comparatively euay 
task before me. We wont from hone to 
houan, meeting with aighta and hesring 
tales of want and anficring impossible to 
hear and see wimoved. I have said my 
task wan easy, in truth it was Ue imost 
trying piece of work T ever attempted, the 
burden increasing iu weight the longer we 
carried it, and crushing not thy body but 
the heart. Tho men had eartied out my 
instructions tu the letter. They had sure- 
ly chosen tho most neccasituus cases! I 
almost wished I had not sent them on 
before, se that in my personal imvestiga- 
tions an occasional ray of light might have 
come athwart my path ; as it was, the next 
house seemed always to be in « mote 
lamentable plight ‘than the provious one.
